REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fail to teach or suggest a buffer amplifier for buffering 
signals that are supplied in parallel to identical chips on a semiconductor circuit module 
comprising a first receiver for respectively parallel reception of the signals, first output 
buffer amplifiers, whose input is connected to an output on a first receiver, for receiving 
signals from the first receiver and producing buffered signals that are supplied to the 
chips on the semiconductor circuit module via a signal line network, and a first delay 
with adjustable delay time which are connected between the output of each first receiver 
and the input of each first output buffer amplifier, and the delay the signals received 
from the receiver in accordance with a set delay time.
